There is a little doing in the man trade 
here. 1 Intelv saw a couple of fine looking 
men leave the'U. S.jailSar a soul hern mark¬ 
et. I do not understand that there is any ma¬ 
terial change in prices. 

There are six out of twenty-nine persons 
formerly staves of John Masrhall, now in oui 
jail, who say they are free, and who, when 
sold to go south, petitioned for freedom.— 
Another case is that of Betsey Chapman: She 
says she belonged to Sally Bowman, of 
Georgetown, whom she had to serve some 
two or three years. For this period she was 
sold to that notorious swindler, Slack, who 
bargained her off to another dealer (one who 
boasts that the e waves perfect his titles,’) 
for life. This girl has tits, and a quarrel a- 
rose as to her soundness, when she was put 
into our public jail (the United States jail) 
pending this litigation, where she has remain¬ 
ed ever since, having now entered on the 
\fourlh year of her imprisonment. Still anotb- 
case, is that of a young,-bright: mulatto wo- 
an, of fine appearance, who says her name 
Sophia Green—that she is a mamuaniaker 
from Baltimore—that she was born in Hart 
county, Maryland—that while she wa: 
ng in i» r . George comity, she was takei 
n suspicion of being a “runaway,” am 
11 our jail, where she has been for nine 
teen months.

Ilf. The Judiciary. 

In the Judiciary, the very balance wheel of 
ur Government, and which has continually 
efore it the most important questions of 
Ahieh man can take cognizance; questions of 
onstitutional law; questions of chartered 
ights and privileges; questions involving mill- 
jns of property; and above all, questions that 
re to decide the liberty or slavery of 
ian; here, we say, the preponderance of the 
slave power is still more alarming. 

First, look at the Districts, and see bow un- 
iquallv, how unjustly they are divided. Ver- 
nont, Connecticut, and New York, constitute 
>ne District! with one Judge. They have 
orty-two Representatives in Congress, and a 
Vee population of 3,030,836; while Alabama 
and Louisiana, with but eleven Representa¬ 
tives, and with a free population of but 331,- 
183, a little more than one-sixth of tho for¬ 
mer, constitute another District, with another 
Judge. Then compare, where the compari¬ 
son comes more home to ourselves. Netv Jer¬ 
sey and Pennsylvania constitute the third Dis¬ 
trict; Mississippi and Arkansas the ninth.— 
The former has twenty-nine Representatives 
in Congress, and a free population of 3,096,- 
601; the latter, but five Representatives in 
Congress, and but 358,079 of free population. 

Second, look at tho manner in which the 
Bench of the Supreme Court of the United 
States has ever been, and still is constituted. 
Of the twenty-seven Judges of that Court, 
since the adoption of the Constitution, the 
slave Slates have had seventeen, the free 
States but ten: and of the eighteen Attor- 
vs General, the number has been against us 
the still greater ratio of thirteen to five.

I V. Speakers of the House. 

But the slave power is not content with all 
this. It is determined, if it can, to give its 
own complexion to our national legislation.— 
To this end it has so managed, generally, 
that the Speaker of the House of Representa¬ 
tives shall be identified with its interests. He 
it is that appoints all the Committees of the 
House. These Committees report on the 
various subjects committed to their charge, 
and their reports are printed in large numbers 
and sent abroad on the wings of the wind, all 
the land. Look back, then, into the his¬ 
tory of our national legislation, and you will 
find that in thirty elections for Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, the stave States 
have secured their man twenty-one times, 
or (or forty years; the free States, nine times 
or for seventeen years. With the exception 
of Mr. Taylor, of New York, who served 
three vears, the free States have not given 
a Speaker to the House since 1809. Then 
go over to the other side of the capitol, and 
von will find that ofthe seventy-six Presidents 
of the Senate, pro tempore, the slave States 
have had sixty, the free States sixteen.

We said that we would leave you to. make 
your own comments. We can not, however, 
but remark, that whenever Northern men 
have been elected or appointed to any of these 
jh offices, Southern men, whose vigilance is 
worthy of a better cause, have always been 
very careful first to see, that the persons thus 
selected have a “fellow feeling” with them¬ 
selves on the subject of slavery. In 1841, six 
persons, all from the slave Slates, had been 
nominated to diplomatic stations, P re L!° us to 
the nomination of Edward Everett, ot Massa¬ 
chusetts, to the Court of St. James, and all 
confirmed without hesitation; but hts 
nomination was laid on the table, for vvha 
reason? Because be was unfit for the slat on? 
No 1 lor no one doubted that in every intellec¬ 
tual qualification he was immeasurably supe¬ 
rior to all the rest. But—and mark it well, 
fellow-citizens—because he was thought by 
the Southern Senators not to favor sufficiently 
their “peculiar institutions ”—a soft phrase 
which they use, we know, for slavery, when 
conscience, paying thus an involuntary trib¬ 
ute to justice and virtue, would cause the lat¬ 
ter term to stick in their throat. At the rejec¬ 
tion of such a man, a few Northern editors 
did, for a time, shake off their mouse-like spir¬ 
its, and speak out like tnen.

FATHER TAYLOR. 

Who lias not beard of E. T. Tnylor, fa¬ 
mous for Itis arduous labors among seamen, 
ns a minister of the gospel, ami, of course, an 
advocate of temperance? He is one of the 
most efficient and popular speakers of the day. 
Tho New England Washingioniun gives u 
brief sketch of o:t« of his discourses. Here 
it is:—

lit this country, the application of Lime 
to laud Ims greatly increased, within the 
preseut centni y. An impression of its du-1 
(ability over other fertilizers, has contri¬ 
buted much, no doubt, to its popularity;— 
yet while the use of it is extending, the 
question as to its mode of action, lias not 
been definitively settled. Oil that point 
much difference of opinion exists, as there 
does also, about the modus opirandi ol Sul¬ 
phate of Lime, or Plaster of Paris—some 
maintaining them to the manures in them¬ 
selves, entering into the composition of the 
plants, while others believe that they con¬ 
tribute—especially Lime—to the decompo¬ 
sition of the vegetable mutter it finds in 
the soil; preparing it to afford food and sus¬ 
tenance lo the growing crop. 

Those who contend that Plastet of Paris 
acts its part, by drawing moisture from the 
atmosphere, are required to say why it 
does not thus benefit vegetation by draw¬ 
ing moisture from the atmosphere, us well 
| in one region of country as another. Yet 
it is well known that so great is the differ¬ 
ence of its action in that respect—so inert 
is it in one country and so powerful in nu¬ 
mber, Unit nothing is more common, when 
a Inudholder offers to sell his estate, than 
for him to he asked, first of all—“is yours 
plaster landf" And this is easily under¬ 
stood, since it is well known, that where 
plaster or sulphate of lime will act, as it 
does on the old soft yellow looking broom- 
sedge lands of Culvert, Prince Georges, 
uud Anne Arundel counties, in Maryland, 
on fertilizer, natural or artificial, vegeta¬ 
ble, or mineral, is to be compared with it, 
in point of cheapness nnd efficacy, up 
that degree of melioration which results 
u heavy crop of red clover; nod wlii 
reaches to, if it does not end with, the pi 
duction of ubout eight barrels (40 bushels) 
of Indian corn, or one thousand pounds of 
tobacco, As it is with Lime, so it is with 
Fluster of Parts, the first application is at¬ 
tended with the most obvious effects; but 
this may be because there is tliuii the great¬ 
est room for improvement; and conse¬ 
quently the effects ore more visible. But 
the question has been raised, whether ap¬ 
plications of plaster, however often re- 
pouted, will do more than (and that by 
! |ost! mi ’ ,,n ® l,i e grass crops, especially clover, 

I it secured) keep the land to that moderate 
point of productiveness, ever after, winch 
is the result of the first clover crop that 
follows tlio use of it. We say moderate 
productiveness, because, surely every fann¬

,» dred, gathered from an acre.

lienee it is, that the newly-awakened 
spirit of inquiry is busy to find out the true 
science of all things that come within the 
compass of the farmer's calling. The true 
theory of the rise and recession of the sHp 
— the birth and strange metamorphoses of 
insects—the physiology or laws of animal 
and vegetable life—and of the nature and 
action of manures—and first of all, per¬ 
haps, of Lime. 

Is it not appnrent that when that point 
comes to be clearly settled, H mny be used 
•ith greater judgment nnd confidence, and 
with so much the less chance of abortion! 
For example, if its mode of action is only 
convert vegetable substances present in 
the land from one condition, useless as food 
for plants, into another which mny form 
for them their most unlrilious food, does it 
not follow that it would be n profitless 
waste of lime to bestow it where there was 
obviously no such vegetable subs'ance to 
be uotea upon! But, without further pre 
liminnry, we proceed now to give nu essay, 
at hand, on the use of Lime. 

What we have here written is not only 
ns an introduction to this essay, but 
for all to advertise the reader, that when 
other dissertations on the snme subjett, 
presenting oilier views, find a place in the 
Farmer’s Library, it will be under prompt 
ings, and with motives such as have been 
here explained.

THE STEAMER GREAT BRITAIN, 

M. Gaillatdet, the editor of the Courier 
des Etuis Unis, of New York, who ' 
out in the Caledonia on her last trip, thus 
writes concerning the Great Britain: 

‘‘In entering the port of Liverpool, that 
which mi mediately urrested my attention 
was, not the forest of masts, nor the docks, 
unparalleled elsewhere in the world, but 
that leviathan ol the seas, the monstrous 
steamer Ortat Britain, that great maritime 
problem so near its solution. Hardly had 
l landed before I paid my visit there. It 
is, 1 suppose, a thing os magnificent as 
though: can compass. My anticipations 
were far surpassed by the reality. I do 
not give you the figure* of dimensions, for 
these ull have been published heretofore; 
but what cannot be described is the im¬ 
pression oroduced upon the eyes and the 
teind by this immense Noah's ark — bv this 
mass of iron floating on (he wnter, with its 
six masts rising cross-ltko lo the skies.— 
The upper deck presents a promenade of 
more titan 320 feet by 50 btoad. In look¬ 
ing over tilts immense space, one is sur¬ 
prised that the English, whose character 
is so eccentric, did not think of having a 
stable on board, or at least a railroad, for 
on this deck excursions on horseback or 
curs would allruct uumerous amateurs.- 
Beneath this deck is a second, offering t 
equally fine coveted promenade, on the 
sides of which tise two double rowt 
stule-roonm, richly decorated, but not 
Inrgo or conveniently arranged os those 
of some ol the packets. A third deck be- 
neuili this presents the dining-room, wor¬ 
thy in every thing of a paluco. But whut 
is still more remarkable, is the moving 
^tower of this vusl vessel, which is a screw, 
uud not tho wheels. The power is equal 
to that of |000 horses; that of the Greut 
YVesU.ru is 45U, of the Cunurd boats 420; 
but tlie Great Britain is twice as large 
the Western, and three times as large 
the Cunard’s—measuring 3500 tons," 


New Orleans papers of the 3.1, bring 
Texas dates .o the 30lh tilt. There is little 
of interest. The U. S. Troops had 
reached Texns, nod the following note from 
Capt. Grice describes tbe.r first landing on 
the soil of that Slate. 

Aransas Bat, July 23, ’45. 

On Saturday, the 26th hist, the American 
flag was first planted in Texas by authority, 
upon the South end of Si. Joseph’s Island,, 
upon which I am landing the troops from the 
Alabama, inside the bay. There are now 500 
men encamped here, and the scene is full of 
interest. The other vessels with troops are 
it expected to arrive for several days. 

The various Committees in the Convention 
... Austin have reported tlie different provis¬ 
ions for a Constitution of the State of Texas, 
and these are published at length in the Civil¬ 
ian of the 30th ult. , 

The following articles from the “Bill ofj 
Rights” may not be uninteresting: 

3d—No religious test shall ever he required 
as a qualification to any office of public trust 
under this State. 

13th—No bill of attainder, ex post facto law, 
or any law impairing (be obligation of con¬ 
tracts, shall be made, nor vested rights be di¬ 
vested, unless for purposes of public utility, 
and for adequate compensation previously 
made. 

14th—No person shall ever be imprisoned 
for debt. 

19th—Perpetuities or monopolies are con¬ 
trary to the genius of a free government, and 
shall never be allowed; nor shall the law of 
primogeniture or eotuiliiieni ever be in force 
in (bis State. 

In the “Executive Department” (be 1st sec¬ 
tion says that “Thesupreme executive power 
of this Suite shall be vested in a Chief Magis¬ 
trate, who shall be styled a Governor of the 
idle of Texas.” 

Sec. 4 —The Governor shall hold his office 
for the term of four years from the time of 
bis installation, and until Itis successor shall 
be duly qualified, but shall not be eligiblt 
more titan four years in any term of eight 
years; he shall be a native citizen of the Uni¬ 
ted Stales, or n citizen of the Slute of Texes 
tlie time of the adoptiou of this Constitu¬ 
tion.
